Massolini Puts Sharp Curb 
On Liberty of the Press 


ROME, July 12 (Associated Press).— 
~The Italian’ Cabinet has adopted a 
regulation prohibiting the publication ° 
of news of a false or biased charac- 
ter, calculated to namper the Gov⸗ 
ernment in its diplomatic relations 
with foreign powers, or damage na- 
tional credit at home or abroad. 

The regulation also: prohibits the 
publication of articles in the way of 
comment, headlines or illustrations, 
calculated to excite class hatred or 
affect discipline in public services, 
or favor the interests of foréigners, 
as against Italians, or likely. to give 
offense to the/Fatherland, the King, 
the Pope, religious institutions and 
the powers of the State or friendly 
powers. 

According to the new measure, pre- 
fects are authorized to suspend, ‘or 
even suppress, newspapers violating 
the regulation, independently of what 
penal action might be taken against 
those responsible. 

Neither Senators nor ‘Deputies will 
be permitted to act as editors of 
newspapers, because, owing to their 
parliamentary prorerogatives they 
could not be proseeuted without the 
authorization of Parliament.

HOME DEMAND NEAR PEAK 


And It Is Unlikely to Decrease, De- 
partment of.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—the group 
ef economists and sstatisticians , who 
‘were requested by the Department of 
Agriculture to -review factors involved 
in thé agricultural outlook, reported to- 
day. that ‘‘the forelgn demand foi 
American foodstuffs during the current 
marketing season will apparently not be 
as great as it was a@ year ago,” and 
that Europe will probably have less 
buying power. 

The forecast of the committee, espe- 
cfally as it had to deal with the whéat 
situation, had been awaited with un- 
usual interest. The experts had at 
their disposal all of the data collected 
by the Department of Agriculture con- 
cerning conditions at home and abroad. 

One of.the reasons for the conclusion 
reached by the committee that exports 
of American foodstuffs during, the 
wheat. year 1923-1924 would not be as 
great as in 1922-1923 was increased 
production abroad. Consumption . in 
the United States, the committee. felt, 
would not decrease materially, as the 
probability of a severe industrial de- 
pression in the near future seemed 
slight.

Production, which increased tremen- 
dously in exporting countries during the 
war. period, the committee felt, had not 
been curtailed as rapidly as conditions 
made advisable. : : 

In discussing other agricultural prod- 
ucts, the committee said that there 
were {indications that a shortage of 
corn might-be faced in the Summer of 
1924. On the other hand, it was. con- 
tended that conditions in regard to ex- 
port and domestic consumption did not 
warrant the maintenance of the very 
heavy hog production of the last year. 

The committee’s report reads in part: 

“The foreign demand for American 
foodstuffs during the current marketing 
season will apparently not be as great 


-(as it was a year ago. Unless the for 


eign situation is very speedily cleared 
up and a definite turn for the better 
takes place in Europe, it appears not im- 
probable that Europe will have less buy- 
ing power in our markets during -the 
next crop year than she had during the 
last. * 
‘**It needs to be understood that-for- 
eign demand is not measured merely by 
volume of exports. The price at which 
this demand will be forthcoming is the 
important consideration.

BERLIN, July: 12.—A curious state of 
economic anarchy characterizes Ger- 
mary, resulting from the fact that no- 
body knows what the mark is worth. 
If anything, any reasonable doubt is 
being criticallys increased by the arbi- 
trary inland rate of the mark as fixed 
by the Reichsbank clashing with from

LAUSANNE, July 12.—The Lausanne 
conference faces still another crisis.

The 
reason was-that the Turks, after having 
promised on Sunday to accord to alliea 
concessionaires the rights they acquired 
before 1914, changed their minds today, 
after their series of easy victories. 

Experience indicates that the con- 
ferees will probably meet again; but as 
the situation stands tonight the con- 
ference is suspended until the allied 
delegates get new instructions, from 
their Governments.

BRITISH URGE FORCE 
TO PACIFY CHINESE 


Joint Naval Action by the Pow- 
ers Is Suggested After 
Peking Conferences. 


AMERICAN ENVOY OPPOSES

Japan Regards the Plan as Futile— 
China’s Cabinet Is Wrecked 
by Resignations. 


WASHINGTON, July 12 (Associated 
Press).—Joint action by the powers is 
understood to have been suggested by 
Great Britain as:a means of restoring 
normal conditions along the Chinese sea- 
coast and up the égreat rivers upon 
which the export cities are situated. 

The British suggestion, as understood 
here, contemplates the use to a limited 
extent of naval resources, but would not 
necessarily involve military forces. 

The proposal is understood to have 
been a result of conferences in Peking 
following the recent bandit activities im 
China. The American Minister is said 
to have opposed any action which would 
weaken the already shaky Chinese Gov- 
érnmient. 

It apparently has been the hope of 
the conferees to clear up to a large 
extent the entire Chinese problem, which 
recently has been complicated by a dis- 


agreement between China and France 
over the payment of the remaining in- 
stallments of the Boxer indemnity. This 
dispute is held in diplomatic quarters 
here to’ be responsible for France's fail- 
ure to take up the two Chinese treaties 
negotiated at the Washington conf 
ence. 


TOKIO, July 11.—While Japan agrees 
to the necessity of joint action by the 
powers to end the chaos in China, it is 
understood that she does not wholly 
approve the British proposals, which are 
sti er consideration. it is under- 
stood that Japan believes a naval 
demonstration would be futile. 


Peking Cabinet Reduced to Four. 


PEKING, July 11 (Associated Press). 
—Chang Ying-hu resigned as Finance 
Minister today, virtually completing the 
wreckage of the fragmentary Cabinet 
which has been functioning with a sem- 
blance of authority since Premier Chang’ 
Shao-tseng left his post some months 


ago, and President Li Yuan-hung fled 
to Tientsin soon afterward. 

Until the Finance Minister quit, five 
members of the Cabinet had been func- 
tioning out of a total of nine, this ma- 
g@ their acts at least an ap- 
pearance of F ogularit y. With the num- 
ber reduced to four, ne President, no 
Premier and the important portfolios of 
Foreign Affairs and Finance vacant, it 
is considered. doubtful whether the Min- 
isterial remnant can continue to exist 
legally.

In experiments on rams Dr. Voronoff 
has discovered, he declares, that they 
not only ceased to grow old, but that 
the wool attains the length of that of 
a merino. Dr. Voronoff consequently 
has asked for seventy-five rams in 
order to produce a new super-race. 
Twenty-five of these animals will be 
sacrificed for the benefit of the other 


fifty. The results of the operation will 
be complete in six_months, hair and all. 
By selection and breeding he expects to 
produce the super-sheep.

Those; who saw the modest little 
store open could not have foreseen 
that this brass implement, almost half 
a foot in length, was destined. to be- 
come a historic’ relic. The name of 
R. H. Macy, internationally fatnous to- 
day, has made it so. 

To Henry 8. Rowe, head of Rowe & 
Emerson, men’s clothiers, who occupy 
the store Rowland H. Macy once occu- 
pied here, are due acknowledgments of 
thanks for turning the key over to 


Mr. Rowe is too young a man to 
have any personal recollection. of Mr. 
Macy, but he told your correspondent 
that. Macy’s fame still clings to the 
premises like,an ancient tradition. 

“Mr. Macy’s key,” said Mr. 
“was passed on to me by Fred Avery, 
who was a clerk for Bowley & Messer, 
the grocer who preceded me in this 
location. Avery found it here in an 
old desk after R. H. Macy moved to 
New York. 

“At first he kept the key’ simply 
because he saw no reason for throw- 
ing it away. Then as the: years, j 
passed and Macy’s fame epread far 
and wide, he realized that it had a; 
considerable historic value; he passed 
it ‘on.to me as a sort of heirloom.”

Dr. Gettler on Wednesday 
said he had analyzed half of Ats. 
Creighton’s vital organs, which were 
turned over to him by Dé. Harrison 
Martland, pathologist of the Newark 
City Hospital, and had found a quantity 
of bismuth and three or four “‘ real 
srfall’’ crystals of arsenic. 

Yesterday he described the Reinsch 
toxicological test, by which he said hé 
had analyzed the organs to locate for- 
eign substances, adding that in addition 
to the bismuth and arésenical crystals he 
had discovered a quantity of a black 
substance férmed by the action of the 
bismuth. Dr. Gettler will be further 
exafnined today.

The 
great hope and aim of his Government 
are to make sure that the good-will 
between the two nations that have 
“endured together ’’ shall be pre- 
served and that “each shall obtain 
what is her due.’’

There is now a body of what may 

be called common knowledge in re- 
gard to German reparations. The 
British Prime Minister, in the sub- 
stantive portions of his address, did 
little but reaffirm what all the world 
is agreed upon. Germany must be 
made to pay up to the full measure 
of her ability. Great Britain is just 
as resolved as France to compel her 
to do this. But measures that would 
drive Germany to ruin and despair 
gre self-defeating. They would cut 
@own the amount of reparations pos- 
sible, and at the same time would in 
their reaction have a disastrous ef- 
fect.upon the Allies themselves. These 
principles are now of universal ac- 
ceptance. It is only in their appli- 
cation that any divergence has 
arisen between France and England. 
With their controlling purposes iden- 
tical, the sole question is as regards 
methods of execution. : Great Britain 
is about to make certain proposals of 
a practical character. To these yes- 
terday’s statement by the Govern- 
ment is only a preliminary. The 
freest’ consultation with the Allies is 
desired, and the hope is expressed 
that the issue of the exchange of 
“ylews and- joint conferences will be 
an allied agreement calculated not 
only to force Germany to ‘submit, but 
to heighten and vivify the union be- 
tween the nations that conquered her 
fn war.

DIABOLICAL BEHAVIOR OF WHEAT. 

Wheat is possessed by a devil; an 
anti-Republican devil. It goes down 
when it ought to go up; down to less 
than a dollar a bushel, down below the 
average price of ten, fourteen or fif- 
teen years ago, though everything the 
farmer buys has gone up 50 or 60 
per cent. What’s the matter? WHere 
is the Hon. Porter .J. McCumsBer of 
North ota and the tariff: that fell 
from heaven? We don’t mean the 
Senator McCuMBER who said just a 
little over fourteen years ago that 
‘the wheat acreage today is produc- 
“ing a surplus of wheat which must 
“be thrown into the world's market, 
“thereby keeping down the price of 
“the. home. product, tariff or no 
“ tariff." No, we mean the Senator 
McCuMBER who was boasting in the 
Senate a year ago that “we have 
“raised the rate on nearly every 
agricultural product above what the 
“ House fixed’; who. then ‘thought 
that “a duty of thirty cents a bushel 
‘on wheat will» sometimes give us 
“ thirty cents a bushel better than the 
‘* world’s level of price, and sometimes 
“ make it not more than half of that, 
“but it will be between those two 
“ rates.”’ 

Old Knute Neuson used to say that 
** the price of our wheat was fixed by 
‘*the export price and no duty up to 
* this time has helped us.’’ The 
Northwestern farmers have been hav- 
ing a practical tariff education. <A 
curious argument for the emergency 
tariff, which Mr. Harpine commended 
in Kansas, though he discreetly re- 
frained from saying anything about 
its successor, was that, although the 
agricultural prices slumped, they 
hadn't slumped so much as they would 
have had it not been for the tariff. 
That argument was more than a little 
thin.’ Apparently none is now left to 
the farm bloc statesmen. .Dumb they 
sit, while the glorious work of their 
hands is reviled in Minnesota and 
many other States and while the price 
of wheat sags and sinks, in: spite of 
all that enhancing or stabilizing thir- 
ty-cent duty. 

In April; just after the Supreme 
Court had sustained the Capper- 
Tincher. Grain Futures Trading act, 
Senator Capper, one .of its sponsors 
and the farmers’ best friend, cried 
joyously, ‘‘ It’s a» great victory! ”’ 
No more violent fluctuations in the. 
market. Well, the speculators and 
the manipulators and the _gamblers 
have been ‘‘ curbed ’’ by that great 
act of wisdom and justice. It was 
going to be ‘‘ welcome news.’’ to the 
producers. It was going to help the 
farmer get more money for his stuff. 
But the price of wheat has gone down 
more than twenty-five cents a bushel 
since that April decision. Rebellious 
against ForpNEY-McCUMBER and CaP- 
PER-TINCHER, wheat keeps sliding 
down-hill. Rebellion against those sa- 
cred and saving measures must be in- 
stigated by the devil himself; probably 
the low tariff devil, who as a roaring 
lion walketh about, seeking whom he 
may devour among the Western Re- 
publicays.

ENFORCING PROHIBITION HERE. 

In the memorandum filed by Gov- 
ernor Sarra vhen he signed the bill 
repealing the Mullan-Gage law, he 
quoted an opinion of the Supreme 
Court declaring that the Constitution, 
laws and treaties of the United States 
are “ as much part of the law of every 
“ State ‘as its own local laws and Con- 
** stitution.’’ 

That means that after repeal 
there will still rest upon the peacé 
officers of this State the sacred re- 
sponsibility of sustaining the Vol- 
stead act with as much force and 
as much vigor as they would en- 
force any State law or local ordi- 
mance, and I shall expect the dis- 
charge of that duty in the fullest 
measure by every peace officer in 
the State. 

The repeal law went into effect on 
June Corporation Counsel NIcH- 
OLSON made a singular ruling to the 
effect that the police were not legally 
obligated to enforce the Volstead act, 
although they might be morally bound 
to make arrests for violations which 
they saw with their own eyes. Mayor 
HYuan, however, assured the Federal 
Prohibition Director that “ the Federal 
‘** authorities will have every possible 
** co-operation in the enforcement of 
** the Volstead act, ” and the police 
did some’ vigorous and successful en- 
forcement work immediately after the 
ruling; and sincé then they have 
happily disappointed the Federal pro- 
hibition authorities and the not un- 
common fear—the hope of some fool- 
ish or lawless wets—that the end of 
the State enforcement law would be 
the beginning of an “open ” town and 
State. 

In his latest order Commissioner 
ENRIGHT imposes upon the force a 
positive. duty: 

Any place where intoxicating liquor 
is sold or given away, or where a 
number of people congregate to ob- 
tain intoxicating liquor to be used as

STRENGTHENING SINGAPORE. 

The debate in the House of Lords on 
the Singapore naval base resembled 
that on the same subject in the House 
of Commons on May 1. Then Georce 
LAaMBert’s motion to reduce the naval 
expenditures was defeated by a vote 
of. 253 to. 94. He c@ntended that 
the proposal to strengthen the Singa- 
pore fortifications was-“* flouting the 
League of Nations,’’ and, more than 
that, a violation of the spirit of the 
Washington conference naval treaty. 
Mr. AsquiTH viewed with grave ap- 
prehension a strategical mistake. It 
is not in our House of Representatives 
alone that absurd things are said, in 
partisan debate.

bound on thpee tracks. We have no ter- 
minal facilities whieh such a plan would 
require at both orth and south ends of 
the lines to store cars. 

In 1917.a study was made to discover 
what such a plan would require in the 
way of storage facilities. At that time it 
would have »required about 46 miles of 
storage facilities, and such a plan of. 
service would have required approximately 
4,900 cars to do the work which approx!- 
mately 1,100 cars were then doing. Today 
these figures are. both enormously in- 
creased: » Again, the storage of cars at 
terminals, at either end, would serve 
Merely to keep the cars idle, when the 
Teal necessity is to keep the cars moving, 
in order to furnish the greatest amount 
of transportation possible with every car. 

2. The suggestion also overlooks the fact 
that northbound traffic in the morning 
trom: Brooklyn, running as far north as. 
Fifty-ninth Street, is a genuine: rush-hour 
traffic. It would be impossible*to serve 
Brooklyn under the suggested plan. 

“There are stiff other reasons than the 
above which, under the suggested plan, 
would lessen the capacity of the present 
subways, but the two reasons given 
alone show its impracticability, and 
further details need not be explained.” 

The business of the subway is to bring 
its existing facilities to the highest pos- 
sible point of efficiency. We ‘are ex- 
tremely grateful always for sin ‘and 
constructive suggestions, but the simple 
fact is that thé existing transportation 
facilities in New York City are nowhere 

near sufficient to meet the burgen placed 
upon them, and it will take several years 
after the beginning of the work to con- 
struct additional subways.

The total of $328,000,- 
000 was some $42,000,000 Iess than that 
for May, $36,000,000 less than the im- 
ports of April; and about $7,000,000 less 
than for March. The testimony of these 
figures - was supplemented. by those 
igsued by the British Board of Trade, 
which showed tHat during June the 
excess: of British imports over exports 
rose to £15,500,000, as against £6,151,000 
in May and £11,120,000 in April. Mean- 
while, our exports show no such falling 
off as do the imports, the export total 
of $329,000,000 being considerably larger 
than the total for either of the two pre- 
ceding months, and showing only a mod- 
erate recession from. the high point of 
the year, touched in March.” For the 
twelve months ended with Jur.e, our im- 
ports have been $3,789,002,114 and our 
exports $3,965,967,460, both of which rep- 
resent rather drastic increases over the 
corresponding period in the preceding 
year.

COTTON QUOTATIONS 
TO SET SPEED MARK 


Dictaphone System Will Be In- 
stalled on Trading on Floor of 
Exchange’s New Home. 


The New York Cotton Exchange is in- 
stalling in its new building a system for 
the transportation of quotations, which 
when completed will be the fastest ser- 
vice in the world, according to a state- 
ment issued by the Exchange yesterday. 
The system will be inaugurated when 
members start trading in their new 
home on July 23. Ten seconds after a 
trade is executed in the “ pit,” it is 
claimed, the quotations will be reported 
on thé New Orleans Cotton Exchange. 
This-rapid service, according to officials, 
may result in the saving of thousands 
of dollars to cotton buyers in an. active 
market, when prices are jumping five to 
ten points between sales. 

The centre of the pit, according to the 
statement, will be: equipped with dic- 
taphones, into which reporters will re- 
peat the quotations as fast as the brok- 
ers gathered around the make 
them.
